MARIO BERNARDI is perhaps best known as the founding 
conductor of the National Arts Centre Orchestra and the 
guiding spirit behind its meteoric rise from 1969 to 1982. 
The group has travelled extensively throughout Canada, the 
United States, Mexico and Europe and has recorded for CBC 

and CBS Records. It is considered one of the best 
ensembles of its kind in the world. 


Before 1969 Mario Bernardi spent six years in London with 
Sadler's Wells Opera. (now the English National Opera), 
starting out as a repetiteur and ending up ('66 to "69) 
as one of its two Music Directors. His Operatic reper- 
toixe is vast - some 60 works, but he is equally at home 
in the symphonic field. He has conducted, among others, 
the orchestras of Chicago, Indianapolis, Pittsburgh, 
Warsaw, the BBC, London Symphony Orchestra, Royal Phili- 
‘harmonic Orchestra, the Swiss Romande and all major 
Canadian orchestras. Recently he conducted two produc- 
tions for the San Francisco Opera and made his debut with 
the San Francisco Symphony to high critical acclaim. In 
1984 he will make his debut at the Metropolitan Opera. 

He has just been appointed Principal Conductor of the 

CBC Vancouver Orchestra and will take over as Music 
Director of the Calgary Philharmonic in 1984/85. 


LINDA IPPOLITO is a graduate of the Royal Conservatory’ of 
Music's Special Course Scholarship Program, where she was 
a student of Boris Berlin. 


During that time, she performed in many solo and chamber 
recitals and in master classes for such eminent artists © 
as Leon Fleischer, Guido Agosti, Kendall Taylor, and the 


late Gina Bachauer... 


She has been a consistent winner in the National Finals 
of the Canadian Music Competitions, and is the 1983 
winner of the Kiwanis piano. trophy. sone
